Bidding  In  An  Unreserved  Auction 


In  an  unreserved  auction,  there  are  no  hold  or  reserve  bids  on  any  lots.  Each  lot  is  sold  to  the  highest 
bidder. 

In  bidding  by  mail,  it  is  possible  to  purchase  a  coin  at  a  price  less  than  your  maximum  bid.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  is  an  explanation  of  the  mail  bid  procedures  followed  by  this  company: 

Bids  are  recorded  as  they  are  received.  At  the  close  of  mail  bidding,  the  highest  and 
second  highest  bids  are  transferred  to  the  bid  book. 

On  the  floor  of  the  auction,  bidding  is  opened  at  5  to  1 0%  above  the  second  highest 
mail  bid.  This  bid  is  submitted  by  our  company  acting  on  behalf  of  the  highest  mail  bidder. 

If  the  auctioneer  recognizes  no  other  bids  from  the  floor,  the  highest  mail  bidder  is  awarded 
the  lot  at  the  opening  bid.  I  f  bidding  proceeds  from  the  floor,  the  company,  acting  as  the 
mail  bidder’s  agent,  registers  bids  in  5  to  1 0%  increments  over  the  previous  bid.  This  process 
is  continued  until  the  mail  bidder  is  awarded  the  lot,  or  the  next  bid  is  higher  than  the  mail 
bidder’s  maximum  bid. 

An  example  of  this  procedure  is  set  forth  under  these  conditions: 

On  lot  25,  highest  mail  bidder  submits  a  bid  of  $1  00,  second  highest  mail  bid  is  at  $50.  In 
this  case,  bidding  on  the  floor  starts  at  $55,  and  is  bid  by  our  company  on  behalf  of  the  highest 
mail  bidder.  If  no  other  bids  are  submitted  by  the  floor,  the  highest  mail  bidder,  who  bid  $100, 
has  purchased  the  lot  for  $55.  If  other  bids  come  from  the  floor,  we  bid  for  the  highest  mail  bidder 
in  5  —  10%  increments,  as  set  by  the  auctioneer,  until  we  reach  the  mail  bidder’s  maximum  bid  of 
$100.  Since  bidding  has  passed  the  mail  bidder’s  maximum,  we  take  no  other  action,  and  the  bidding 
continues  on  the  floor  until  the  final  purchaser  has  been  recognized  by  the  auctioneer. 

Using  this  procedure,  the  mail  bidder  retains  many  of  the  advantages  of  the  floor  bidder. 

As  outlined  above,  it  is  clear  to  see  that  coins  can  be  purchased  at  a  price  less  than  the  maximum 
mail  bid.  This  method  of  bidding  for  mail  bidders  is  followed  in  this  and  all  of  our  auctions. 


Quantitative  Grading 


The  quantitative  grading  system  is  utilized  in  describing  and  grading  all  coins  in  this 
catalog.  The  quantitative  grade  will  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  traditional  letter 
grade  in  order  to  best  describe  the  condition  of  the  coin. 

On  occasion,  we  will  use  a  plus  (+)  to  designate  that  a  given  coin  is  somewhat  better 
than  the  quantitative  listed  grade,  but  not  nice  enough  to  qualify  for  the  next  highest 
number.  An  example  would  be  a  45+  grade  which  would  be  the  equivalent  to  EF/AU.
